fulneſſc, 02 want of authoꝛity in ſuch perlons, as were inueſted in the ſaid offices aud places, 
the ſetied and oꝛdinarp courte of Juſtice, and of the affaires of State, (if remedy be not pꝛo⸗ 
vided ) might receine diſturbance, and pꝛeindite, by diſcontinuance, and interruption ; The 
Kings molt excellent Maieſtie, in his Pꝛincely wiledome, and care ofthe State, (reſcruing 
to his owne iudgement heercakter, the rekoꝛmation # redꝛeſſe of any abuſes in milgouern⸗ 
ment, vpon due knowledge # examination thereof )is pleaſed, and hath ſo expꝛeſly ligniſied, 
that all perſons that at the time of the deceaſe of the late King, his dearely beloued Father, 
were duelp and lawfully poſſeſſed of, oꝛ inueſted in any office, oꝛ place of authozity, 62 go- 
ucrniment,cither Ciuill,o2 Martiall, within this Realme of England, oz1n the Bealme of lre- 
land, 02 in any other his Maieſties Domintons belonging therenunto ; And namely, all Pꝛe⸗ 
ſidents, Lieuetenauts, Uicepzeſidents, Judges, Juſtices, Sheriffes, deputy Lienetcnants, 

Commiſſioners of Muſters Juſtites of peace, and all others in place of gouernment,cither 
meaner, oꝛ luperioz, as afoꝛeſald; And all other officers c miniſters, whole intereſts and 

eſtates in their offices are determined, oꝛ ceaſed by the meanes afo2e mentioned, ſhall be, and 
ſhall hold themſclnes tontinued in the ſaid places and offices, as foꝛmerly they held and cn- 
toyed the ſame, vntill his Maieſties pleaſure be further knowen. b 


And that in the meane While, foꝛ the pzeſcruation ofthe peate, and neceſſary pꝛoctcedings 
in matters of iuſtite, and fo the ſafety &ſeruice of the State, all theſaid perſons, of whatloe- 
ner degree oꝛ tondition, may not faile, enery one ſeterally, actoꝛding to his place, office, oꝛ 
charge, to pꝛoteed in the perfozmance and execution of all dueties thereunto belonging, as 
fo:merly appertained vnto them, and euerp of them, while the late Kings Maieſtie was 
liuing. 

And further, His Maieſtie doeth hereby will and tommand all and ſinguler Hts Highu (ſe 
Sudiects, of what eftate, dignitie oꝛ degree, they, oz any ofthem be, to bee ayding, helping, 
aſſiſting, and at the tommandement ofthe ſaid officers and miniſters, in the perfoꝛmante, 
and execution ofthe ſaid offices and plates, as they, and euery ot them tender His Maieſties 
plealure, and will anſwere foꝛ the contrary, at their vttermoſt perils. 

And further, His Maieſties will, and pleaſure, and expzeſſe tommandement is, That all 
oꝛders and directions made, oz giuen by the Loꝛds of the Pꝛiuie Councell of the late King, in 
his life time, (hall bee obeyed, and perfoꝛmed by all, and euery perſon and perſons, and all. 
and euery thing, and things to be done thereupon, ſhall pzocced as fully and amply, as the 
ſame ſhould haue beene obeyed oꝛ done, in the life of the lald late King, His Maieſties moſt 
deare, and entirely beloued father,
